who, asa director of fashion in London. 
and as a deletante in sculpture, painting 
and literature, filled quite a prominent 
place in the society of the day. She was 
the daughter of Margaret Power, Count- 
eas Of Blessington, the familiar of Byron. 
Moore, and the coterie scamps who made 
the first quarter of a century brilliant 
with their genius and wickedness. Lady 
lessington died in 1849, and Count 
D’Orsay in 1852. He was a man of bril 
liant parts, and wrote, painted and scuip- 
tured just enough to show that he had un- 


nd usual talent and versatility in the fine arts. 


He was a polished gentleman and wi: 
and was the Hon of his day. Some tim. 
after his marriage with the Lady Biessing- 
ton, he was discovered to be engaged in an 
intrigue with the mother, and his wife sub- 
sequently obtained a divorce. The details 
of the seandal were almost as nauseating 
as the story of Lord Byron’sinfamy. Hol- 
land House, where Lady Blessington lived, 
fell into disgrace; the artists and literary 
men of respectability for the most part held 
aloof from the talnted atmosphere, though 
not a few of the first men, including Ma- 
caulay, stood steadfast to the imprudent 
Countess and defended her reputation to 
the last. and insisted that she was a deeply 
wronged woman. Lady Cowley lived aiany 
years in Paris, and was well known for her 
many virtues and charities. 

Among the relics of revolutionary 
days, which have been rescued from the 
mass of minor literature, the poem entitled 
“The Cow Chase,” written by the British 
Major Andre, afterwards hanged as a spy, 
is not the least interesting. It is published 
by Robert Clarke & Co., in fae simile of the 
edition printed in London “for John Field- 
ing, No. 23 Pater Noster Row, 1781.“ The 
original title-page runs “The Cow Chase; 
an Heroick Poem, in three Cantos, Written 
at New York, 1780, by the late ale An- 
dre, with Explanatory Notes by the Editor.” 
The poem, as is stated in the preface, “is 
founded on the defeat of the Rebel Gener- 
als Wayne, Irving and Proctor, by a small 
body of Refugees. The principal subject 
is the taking and retaking of the cattle; that 
part of tne story affording the best opportu- 
nity forhumor.” Andre was a free rhym- 
ster, and made the most of his limited sub- 
ject. At this distance of time we can read 
both the poem and the publisher’s adver- 
tisement with composure, but it must have 
made the bleod run hot in the veins of the 
rebels of revolutionary days—particularly 
the publisher's advertisement. which pre 
faces the poem, and is in the following 
words: 

“ The following poem was written by the 

late gallant Major Andre, who was con- 

demned to die for doing his duty to his 
King and country, by a set of miscreants 
calling themselves ‘ general officers’ in the 
American rebellion; all of whom were a 
thousand times more deserving of death 
for their crimes, with the inhuman Wash- 
ington at their head, by whose authority 
their sentence was put into execution, and 
who has, by his own personal orders, caused 
mote than fifteen hundred British subjects 
to be executed since he became a traitor, 
for the bare profession of loyalty, and be- 
cause they would not add, as he had done,

ba ve to wait months for your money. 

The counterfeits are absolutely innumer- 
able.and many of them very dangerous, so 
artfully have they been engraved. It is Im- 
possible to give, in a brief space, the rules 
for detecting them. 

There are two chief varieties of counter- 
feits. raised or altered bills, and imitations 
The raised bills sre where the denomina- 
tions B. 10, 100, ete., are cut out or removed, 

anda larger number pasted or substituted, 
But these counterfeits are easily detected. 
Every denomination has a different pleture 
on the back ot it. If you will learn the 
different bills correctly, you can never be 
deceived. A $100 bill with the back of 4 81 
bill must be counterfeit. 

The other class of counterfeits are where 
imitations of the original are engraved. 
The general difference between the real and 
spurious is that the former has a finished 
fine. clear appearance with distinct shad-
